ORDER TO CONTINUE HEARING

The parties to these proceedings, both represented by counsel,
appeared Dbefore the Public Employee Labor Relations Board (PELRB) on
Tuesday, November 25, 1997 for the hearing of a pending unfair labor
practice (ULP) complaint identified as Case No. F-0118:12. At the
commencement of those proceedings, counsel advised the PELRB that they were
awaiting receipt of a fact finder’s report relative to settling their
contract negotiations which may, in turn, be dispositive of the pending ULP
charges.
